which apparently does not bring out 
the facts as quickly as the commis- 
sion would like to have them present-- 
ed^ Several times during the course 
of yestenir.y's session Chairman Gray 
reminded the attorneys 01 the value 
of Orne and ^suggested that cross-exam- 
ination be limited tcJ hew feat-sras of 
th6ae 
questions 
that ha.ve already 


been gone over. The lawyers .-sssured 
the commispion that tlify. too, were 
anxious to expedite mattfis. and would 
do everything possible to hurry mat- 
ters along without mjurins their own 
case. 


Mr. Mitchell has been ou the stand 


since last Friday morning and is show- 
ing signs of weariness from the strain 
of four days' cross-examination. Thus 
far his attorney, C. S. Darrow, and 
David Wilcor, for the Delaware and 
Hudson; "VVayne MacVeagh. for the 
Erie; Francis L Gowen. for the L.e- 
high Valley, and" W. W. Ross, for the 
Delaware, Lackav.-anna and \Vestern 
Company, have examined the miners' 
.president. The commissioners yester- 
•day for the first time entered into the 
discussion with tne la^~yers and the 
•witness over disputed points which, 
arose from time to time. Mr. Mitchell 
WHR still on the stand when tie com- 
.mission adjourned. 


Mr. MacVeagh, who began his cross- 


.examination of Mr. Mitchell on Sat- 
urday, concluded yesterday Tnornin?. 
The recognition of the union is looked 
upon as the most important question 
before the commission, and it is quite 
evident from the tread of the proceed- 
-iBgs thus far that the companies will 
oppose it to their t-.tniost ability.

The resolution presented by 
Delegate Berger. of Milwaukee, pro- 
vided that they should be 34 000 and 
$2.400 respectively. The committee to 
which the matter was referred report- 
ed in favor cf increasing the salary of 
the president to 32.400, and that of the 
secretary to 52.100.

The Pectan Rapidly Nearing Comple- 


tion in England. 


The largest oil-carrying steamer j-et 


launched, the Pectan, built for -ie 
Shell Transport and Trading Company 
of London, is nearing completion iu 
Kngland. The vessel has the follow- 
ing dimensions: Length over al7, 4S3 
feet; breadth, extreme. 53 feet; depth. 
34 feet 10 inches. The engine and 
boiler rooms are in the aiterpart of 
the ship and underneath tbcm there is 
a double bottom for v.-ater ballast 
The forward and after peaks and dee); 
tank In the forehoM are also fitted 
with water ballast for trimming pur- 
poses. The bunkers are arranged a= 
tanks for fuel oil. and in a-Jdition there 
are eighteen separate oil tanks. These- 
are separated from the boiler-roon. 
and bunkers and from the cargo hold 
by cofferdams carried to the uppei 
deck in each case, and capable of be 
ing filled with water or 6* Jinary cargc 
when required. Expansion 
devices 


are arranged in each oil compartment 
to allow the oil to ilse and fall witr 
varying temperatures. Two powerful 
pumps are fitted in the pumproom foi 
discharging the oil cargo and they wil" 
also pump water from the sea to fill 
the oil tanks whea required for wate* 
ballast- When tte oil cargo has beei 
discharged the tanks will be cleansed 
and adapted to receive general carga 
and by means of a large fan. capabl? 
of exhausting the air from the tanli 
in 10 minutes, the compartment cao 
be thoroughly ventilated before load 
ing with a general cargo. 


LIVED 132 YEARS. 


A Colored Woman Who Said She Re- 


membered Boston Tea Party. 


A woman who, according to her own 


report, was living at the time of the 
Boston Tea Party and the meeting of 
the first Continental Congress, died 
at the Home for Aged and Infirm Col- 
ored People at Chicago. If the report 
of her age Is correct, she was the old- 
est person In Illinois, and possibly in 
the United States. The woman was 
Ellen Stewart, a slave before the Civil 
war, three times married and mother 
of four children, the last of whom died 
several years ago of old age. Accord- 
ing to her story, she was born in 1770, 
and consequently was 132 years old. 
The officials of the institution in 
which she died, after an investigation 
as thorough as could he made, cred- 
ited her statement. Until within a 
few months of her death the woman 
was in complete control of her senses, 
and told many stories of men and wo- 
men distinguished in the earlier days 
of Virginia and Kentucky. She was 
born in Virginia.

Many a 
day and night Colonel Crook, who v,-as 
then a policeman on the city uolic-e 
force, remained with and near to Pres- 
ident Lincoln. His mind is full of 
reminiscences of just how the famous 
President vrorked, what kind of a desk 
he used, how he handled himself, and 
other details of personal interest. On 
obtaining the flooring from the par- 
ticular spot he had selected Co-one! 
Crook sent the timber to a wood work- 
man and had a dozen or so caues made 
IT presentation to his friends, who 
appreciated most highly the gilts be- 
cause they were confident of iheir 
historic value. Mention of the i-anes 
•was made in the Washington Star, 
with the consequence that during the 
last two months Colonel Crook has 
Iwsen unable to meet the demand, and 
he has been kept busy with a. gratui- 
tous correspondence. 
Several female 


organizations of a benevolent and 
charitable nature In Washington have 
gathered hundreds of pieces of timber 
and almost every article from the 
wreck of the interior of the White 
House, and propose to convert them 
into small souvenirs to be sold here

WATER REGULATIONS.

In many of the western states.which 


owe their agricultural development 
mainly to artificial irrigation, the con- 
trol of public canals and water titles 
is vested either in special commis- 
sioners or in special courts. In Colo- 
rado the state is divided into water 
divisions and these are again subdi- 
vided into water districts. 
Each is 


governed respectively by a water com- 
missioner and water superintendent. 
It is the duty of these officials to ap- 
portion- the water of the streams ac- 
cording to the decrees of the courts 
which Aold jurisdiction over water 
Titles. In Idaho parties interested in 
the division of water in canals may 
select a commissioner to enforce the 
decrees of district courts. The boards 
of county commissioners are. by law. 
made water commissioners, with pow- 
•er to fix rates and to make such reg- 
ulations as may be necessary to se- 
cure an equal and fair distribution of 
water. Montana. Nevada, New Mex- 
ico. Texas, Utah, Washington and Wy- 
oming have passed similar laws. In 
the latter state all the water within 
its boundaries is the property of the 
.state, and this is administered by dis- 
trict and division commissioners and 
superintendents.

ROENTGEN RAY*. 


Th«y Are 
Now Being Successfully 


Used for Treatment of Animals. 


Roentgen rays are now being suc- 
cessfully employed in Germany for 
treatment of animals. 
Professor 


Hoffman, director of the Royal Veter- 
inary Hospital ia Stuttgart, has em- 
ployed them with uniform satisfac- 
tion. He began by using the rays on 
dead horses in order to establish the 
time of exposure necessary for vari- 
ous parts of the body and organs. 
Later a Roentgen picture was taken 
of a live race horse which had brok- 
en its leg, in order to ascertain wheth- 
er the parts were well adjusted. Me- 
dium timid and well-behaved animals 
have been photographed 
with the 


rays apparatus without special 
pre- 
cautionary methods if familiar with 
the noise- of the camera outfit. 
Un- 
manageable horses have been proto- 
graphed after being harnessed with 
heavy blinkers and dosed with sooth- 
ing medicine. X-ray pictures of ani- 
mals. Professor Hoffman says, are of 
highly practical value, enabling the 
detection of a variety of diseases, 
with cattle also they are destined, he 
thinks, tD play an important role. He 
even thinks it possible to locate tu- 
lerci.'osis germs or disea:«-l |.a:iMr«.

SCIENCE BAFFLED THE BURGLAR. 


A Cyclometer Was the Means of 


Bringing Him to Justice. 


Science sometimes baffles the bur- 


glar whose knowledge is not strictly 
up-to-date. A thief who broke into a 
house the other day leisurely packed 
his plunder in a compact bundle, then 
added a bicycle to the stolen articles 
and rode off. So far he had exhibited 
commendable common sense, for it 
isn't every thief who is clever enough 
to steal the means of transporting his 
stealings to his own lair. But he had 
overlooked the fact that attached to 
the wheel was a cyclometer which reg- 
istered the exact distance ridden by 
the thief on his journey home. When 
pursuing justice caught up with the 
burglar he had disposed of all his plun- 
der except the wheel. The little cy- 
clometer's record of distance traveled 
proved the case against the thief, for it 
registered the exact distance from the 
house to the thief's quarters. 


Glaciers Getting Smaller. 


In Switzerland the studies of many 


years have determined the tact finally 
that the glaciers are not only steadily 
receding, but that their rate of reces- 
sion is becoming greater each year. 
There are only a few glaciers that still 
grow. The Boveyre glacier in Canton 
"Wallis is the only one that has in- 
creased steadily since 1892. The fa- 
mous Rhone glacier has receded al- 
most SOO yards since 1S76. 


Professor Marcy of Paris, to whose 


researches we are principally inaebted- 
ed for che cinematograph, and other 
machines for producing "animated pic- 
ttiies," has-lately been given special 
attention to the investigation of ath- 
i<?1ic feats by means of his peculiar 
photographs. It is said that by study- 
Ing the photographs closely, it is possi- 
ble not only to aiseem ho%v the feats 
are done, but, with a iittle practice, to 
imitate --hem more or less successfully.

New Fire-Proof Material. 


Gypsine is a new fire-proof material, 


made of plastic hydraulic lime mixed 
with coke, sand and asbestos, the mix- 
ture being compressed into bricks. In 
a recent test by British fire commis- 
sioners, a partition about 8 by 10 feet 
in size was buiit of bricks. laid in hy- 
draulic mortar, the exposed side being 
coated with a thin layer of hydraulic 
clay. The fire was kept up for an 
hour. The temperature rose to 2,050 
degrees F_, yet the material was un- 
airecied. and the surface opposite the 
fire remained so cool that matches held 
against it would not ignite, even when 
the temperature was highest.
